do without it. Athletics haa been die 
drawing card of the Institution, second 
only to the attraction by the school of 
mines under the 
management 
that 


made Its graduates sought for through- 
out the mining world. 


Strong, rugged boys came from the 


mines and fields, from the ranges and 
the mountains to add to the glory of 
Nevada. Now the incentive has gone. 
The University will require years to 
recover from the blow dealt it by the 
dismissal of the flower of its students. 


The boys did wrong to resist auth- 


ority, even though the mandates were 
In their opinion contrary to reason 
They are suffering the penalty of their 
own actions. They have scattered to 
their distant homes, many of them be- 
Ine 
compelled to 
borrow money to 


make the trip. They realize that they 
made an error, and one cannot but ad- 
mire the unanimity with which they 
stood by their convictions. 


The Universllty has suffered one of 


the severest blows ever administered 
to it.

Parents are grieved over the occur- 
rence and the students themselves re- 
alize that they have deprived them- 
selves of advantages which they could 
have retained by the sacrifice of what 
they believed to be their rights.

It IB all very well to use proper pre- 


cautions to prevent the spread of dis- 
ease, whether It is of serious or super- 
ficial nature, but it Is heconXric gener- 
ally known that the present epidemic— 
If seven Isolated cases may be termed 
an epidemic—is a very mild form, of 
akin disease. 
The patients are not 


even sick. The half dozen boy» and 
men out at the pest house are knock- 
Ing over the hills at their own sweet 
will and are not half as sick as lots 
of people in Reno who had virus In- 
jected Into their arms. 


The patients put in their time pros- 


pecting instead of saying their prayers 
and making their wills. In fact they 
are really enjoying their camping out 
at the expense of the county. 


When they read yesterday's Journal 


they got mad and held a council of war 
which resulted in a communication be- 
ing prepared for The Journal. It was 
signed by all the inmates and brought 
down to the road and given to a pass- 
erby. Here is the communication. In 
justice to Mr. Smith it may be said 
that he was possibly not quoted ex- 
actly owing to his communication be- 
ing sent in over the telephone:
